Prize Story of Year Gets 
Ontario Officials

TORONTO, March 25.—An out- 
landish story of a plan to kidnap 
the Dionne quintuplets from their 
hospital home at Callander, Ont., 
by automobile and airplane—to 
free the children from the guar- 
dianship control of the Ontario 
government for exploitation by 
United States promoters — was 
heard in Queen's Park circles to- 
day. 

The government was understood 
to have placed sufficient credence 
in the story to order a police guard 

stationed at the Dafoe hospital day 
and night. 

American exploiters, realizing 
the immense promotional value of 
the world’s only living quintup- 
lets, were said to be ready to 
risk the gamble that the plot 
would succeed and the babies 
would be able to withstand the 
dangers of a dash across the bor- 
der. 

It was understood the kidnappers’ 
plans called for a 150-mile automo- 

bile trip to Sault Ste. Marie, on the 
northern Ontario-Michigan border 
where the airplane would be sta- 
tioned 

At night the babies would be 
placed in the plane and carried out 
of the Dominion.

PROVINCIAL minister whose skill at changing his

In all the weeks the Legislature has been in session 
this year, the government has failed to produce one single 
piece of constructive legislation, Its chief concern is to 
vote departmental salaries, and to resist Liberal efforts to 

| reduce ministerial and legislative salaries. One minister 

alone has shown signs of cerebral activity. Hon. George 

Hoadley announces that he is turning over in his mind 

whether to start four gas stations to compete in this over- 

| crowded industry, or just leave the Department of Indus- 
tries without anything to think about. 


OPELESS, helpless muddlers-in-office as they are, they 

do not appear to know that union governments are 
formed for temporary purposes to enable a government 
to meet a great crisis. ; 


Not only is there no such crisis in Alberta, but the goy- 
ernment has an overwhelming majority behind it. Even 
deducting the 3 Labor members who follow the govern: 
ment like docile sheep on every division, the government 
has a majority of 30 over the Conservatives; of 25 over 
the Liberals; of 33 over the Independents, and of 11 over 
all the non-government parties, including Labor. 


This plea to prolong their period in office is further 
evidence of the impotence and ineptitude of this govern- 
ment which has long outlived its usefulness and forfeited 
public confidence.

During the byes 
election at which Mr. Davies was 
returned to parliament and since, 
he has proved himself to be an ef- 
fective platform speaker. It is a 
great satisfaction to know that he 
proposes, though not a candidate, to 
take an active part in the forthcom- 
ing election.

How To Straighten Your 
Shoulders 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A round-shouldered person is like one in 
heavy chains, which bind his body in the bent- 
over shape. Only, instead of the chains of iron, 
they are chains of muscle, which hold the 
shoulders in the wrong position and almost lock 
them there. To throw off these factors and get 
the shoulders back where they 
are meant to be CAN BE 
DONE. The important factor 
in improving the shoulders is 
to use the exercises which de- 
velop the muscles that hold 
the back straight. Muscular 
improvement is all you have 
to pay any attention to in 
building better shoulders. 
Take enough exercise of the 
right kind to strengthen these 
muscles and your shoulders 
will begin to improve. 

Those who are round-shouldered have front 
muscles across the upper chest which are 
stronger than the muscles across the back and 
the result is that the front muscles, being 
stronger, pull the shoulders forward. Before 
you can expect to hold the shoulders back in 
the erect, attractive manner, you must increase 
the strength of the muscles of the upper back 
so that they balance the pull of those of the 
front. 

In developing a splendid pair of shoulders 
you need no expensive equipment. You can do 
it with just your two arms and plenty of deter- 
mination. A good plan is for you to strip to the 
waist and stand before a mirror. Now I want 
you to do this; move your right arm up over 
your head. You can now see for yourself that 
movements which raise the whole arm upward 
and backward will pull on the shoulder muscles. 
You are going to use these upward and back- 
ward movements to straighten your round 
shoulders. You are now ready to start taking 
these exercises. You can make up some for 
yourself by watching closely in the mirror and 
using those movements which will pull the 
shoulders back and take the question-mark 
shape out of your upper back. 

An especially good exercise is to lie face 
downward on the floor and raise the head and 
shoulders backward. Take this exercise only 
a few times at first until the muscles become 
strong or you will have a sore neck the next 
day. 

In addition to the exercises which move the 
arms, one should take some deep breathing 
exercises several] times a day. Watch yourself 
in the mirror and you will see that a deep 
breath expands the chest, pushes it up and 
throws the shoulders back. 

You are going to find that there is a close 
connection between good strong shoulder: and 
a good chest development. They are really two 
sides of the same question. Most of the move- 
ments Which improve the shoulders also raise 
the chest. Women will find that these exercises 
not only improve the shoulders but build up a 
firm bust. Men who try such exercises will 
gradually develop that deep, wide, rolling chest 
which bespeaks power, strength and endurance. 

Men desiring to secure a faster shoulder de- 
velopment may move the whole arm while 
holding a weight in each hand or they may use 
the cable chest expanders. Swimming, tennis 
and wrestling are helpful in building good 
shoulders, 

You can build up attractive shoulders if you 
will take these exercises several times a day, 
expecting and looking for good results. Once 
you have begun to gain the kind of shoulders 
you yourself admire you will be surprised at

murder of Hon. George Brown 
Our history contains many in- 
stances of the removal of men in 
their prime and at the height of 
their activity, but none of them 
equal in importance the result of 
a shot by the man who shot and 
fatally wounded the great Reform 
leader. 

George Bennett had long been 
been in the employ of The Globe 
but, like many another man of 
his generation, he was liable to 
go off on sprees and leave his 
work for others.

This is accompanied 
by fits of spasmodic coughing with 
the expulsion of blood or blood 
tinged mucous.

possible for the hunter to insert 
more than three shells at a time

tion act, which provides possible
